Those of you who have tried these lovely Chrysanthemums need no 
introduction to them. These Chrysanthemums are early blooming, 
making it possible to raise them where you have never been able to 
raise them before. And the large size of the bloom and brilliant color 
range makes them nothing short of sensational. 


We have a surplus over and above what we need for our own spring 
propagating. We are offering these to you so you may propagate 
them in your greenhouse over the winter. We do not advise you to 
plant them this late in the open field. If you have no greenhouse facili- 
ties, better wait until spring and order rooted cuttings. 


Also please do not ask us to hold clumps for a later shipment; these 
offers are for immediate shipment only. 


These prices are for nice field-grown clumps dug fresh from the field 
the day your order is filled.

TIONS. It will help us and will keep you from being disappointed so 
much in case we are out of some of your selections. PLEASE HELP US
